The Paris City Commission met in regular session in the City Commission Chambers at 9:00 a.m. on Tuesday, October 8, 2019.

Mayor, Johnny Plummer called the meeting to order and the Pledge of Allegiance was recited.

City Clerk, Stephanie Settles conducted roll call.

Present: Mayor, John A. Plummer; Commissioner, Wallis Brooks; Commissioner, Stan Galbraith; Commissioner, Anna Allen-Edwards.

Upon determining a quorum was present for the transaction of business, City Manager Daron Jordan, proceeded to conduct the meeting.

Approve Minutes

Motion by Allen-Edwards, seconded by Brooks, approving the minutes of September 24, 2019 regular meeting. Motion carried by roll call vote of 4-

0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, and Plummer voting Aye.

Old Business
Second reading for an Ordinance relating to False alarms was discussed. The City Attorney was directed to make changes to the proposed Ordinance
and bring forth at the next regular scheduled meeting.

Continued discussion from the previous regular scheduled meeting concerning City personnel policy related to outside employment. It was agreed
upon that the City Attorney will draft an agreement for the use of city property while employees are off duty and bring those changes bac to the next
regular scheduled meeting.

New Business

Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Brooks, approving Resolution 2019-5 regarding the cable television franchise agreement. Motion carried by roll
call vote of 4-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, and Plummer voting Aye.

A RESOLUTION CONCERNING A CABLE TELEVISION FRANCHISE AGREEMENT.
Be it resolved by the Board of Commissioner of the City of Paris as follows:

Section 1. The Board of Commissioner has awarded a franchise to Spectrum Mid-America, LLC (a/k/a Charter Communications)
effective October 1, 2019.

Section 2. While Section 13 of the Franchise Agreement does not require the City of Paris to purchase necessary equipment to provide
the video and audio recordings for programming necessary to operate a Public Education and Government (PEG) Access Channel at this time, that
section of the Franchise Agreement should not be construed to require Charter Communications to pay for such equipment. Provision of PEG
Access Channel capacity, associated equipment and transport shall be provided subject to applicable law.

Enacted at Regular Meeting, October 8, 2019.

City Attorney Brian Beauman asked for assistance from the Commission to review chapter 50 nuisance’s ordinance. Commissioner Allen-Edwards,
and Commissioner Galbraith volunteered to work on the review.

Motion by Allen-Edwards, seconded by Brooks, authorizing the Mayor to sign an agreement with Autoagent Data Solutions to allow CoreLogic to
validate payment files before sending payments to the tax collector office. Motion carried by roll call vote of 4-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith,
Brooks, and Plummer voting Aye.

Motion by Brooks, seconded by Mayor Plummer, approving the FY20 salt purchase price of $ 84.76 per ton from Morton Salt. Motion carried by roll
call vote of 4-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, and Plummer voting Aye.

Motion by Galbraith, seconded by Allen-Edwards, approving the purchase of two acres more or less at the end of Elizabeth Street from William and
Stella Moore for a sum of $ 3,500.00. Motion carried by roll call vote of 4-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, and Plummer voting Aye.

Motion by Brooks, seconded by Mayor Plummer, approving the reimbursement of E-911 water meter fees. Motion carried by roll call vote of 4-0
with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks, and Plummer voting Aye.

Commissioner, Allen-Edwards
e Inquired about the broken safety mirror at the corner of West 6™ Street and High Street. Daron Jordan stated that the State would not
authorize the mirror as an approved traffic control device onto a State road therefore the mirror will not be replaced.
e  Requested the Commission receive a presentation from DataMax, a revenue generating company, that supports increased revenues by
credit collection and revenue enhancement services. Daron Jordan stated several companies provide this type of service and a RFP could
be published so that all companies would have the same opportunity to present proposal to the City.

e  Asked when information would be available to review regarding the instillation of the three master water meters. Daron Jordan said the set-
up calibration needs to be completed then they can begin collection of the data.
e  Asked for a Legion Drive building update. Daron Jordan stated the bid opening for the RFP for assessment and remediation of the building
is set for Thursday at 10:00 a.m.

Motion by Books, seconded by Allen-Edwards, authorizing the Mayor to sign a voluntary disclosure agreement between the City of Paris and
“Taxpayer”. Motion carried by roll call vote of 4-0 with Allen-Edwards, Galbraith, Brooks and Plummer voting Aye.
